In our l)oylioo<l we often heard of a 
hoop-snake, one that, bringing; its head 
and tail tou;ether, rolled over and over 
like a wagon wheel. It is said that this 
snake did lis execution with its tail, that 
bein;,' pointed like a needle. We never 
had the terror of seeing; one of them, but 
did, when al)ont eight years old, 
jointed snake. The joint.s were about six 
inches lon^.

Mr. Exbeadle then let ofl' a new style 
of sea serpent from a slight elevation. It 
was the biggest thing in the line of pyro- 
technics that was ever tamed loose west 
of the Missouri. It shot out into the 
dark about nine feet like a car load of 
delirium tremens and squirmed through 
the inky bo om of night like an uneasy 
demon walking in his sleep. The gath- 
ered warriors oi the tribe took one hor- 
rified look at the hissing emissary of 
hell, and lit out.
